Mail and Finds that Much Rain 
Fell, But Tobaccs Plants Are 
Exceedingly Scarce 



Apart from an instinctive and 
impulsive desire to tell the truth 
regarding everything, the which 
I think is characteristic of a big 
majority of Kentuckians, speak- 
ing as an official of the Stemming 
Association I know I ought to tell 
the truth respecting the outlook 
for the 1911 tobacco crop. 

For this Association cannot af- 
ford to discredit itself by falsify- 
ing crop prospects for the pur- 
pose of reaping temporary prof- 
its. From a business jxrint of 
view, that would be abadpolicy- 
a policy sure to injuriously effect 
the association in the lung run. 

In a leisurely way 1st us, on 
the 29th day of June, 1911, esti- 
mate the prospects for a tobacco 
crop in the Stemming District 
for the current year. 

And in the beginning ah know 
this is written from the nerve 
r'»*i*-er of the association. Every 
tiling affecting the tobacco crop, 
lavorablc or the reverse, natur- 



ster. From all of which you 
may gather that north Webster 
is handicapped by the insufficient 
supply of plants. P'or the lack 
of which, how favorable so ever 
the weather may prove hereafter 
it will be impossible for north 
Webster to pitch anything like a 
full crop. 

And Mr. Thompson agrees 
with this writer in that identical 
conditions and prospects prevail 
in both Henderson and Union 
counties as in north Webster. In 
all this territory the available 
supply of plants is w’holly inad- 
uquate for the crop intended. 

To particularize and go on re- 
cord. take the follow’ing as the 
joint forecast of Sec’y Thomp- 
son and this writer, conditioned 
on faverable weather for the fut- 
ure: 

Normal production of Hen- 
derson county, twelve 
millions pounds, 30 per 

cent, of crop in 1911 3,600,000 
Normal proiluctions in Un- 
ion county, fonr million 
pounds, 30 percent, of a 
crop in 1911 1, 200, (KXJ 



Total ...16,400,000 

Normal average production in 
the Stemming District, thirty- 
four million pounds. Conjectur- 
ed production for year 1911, 16 
million, 8 hundred thousand, the 
29th day of June, 1911. 

Or, in other words, under fut- 
ure favorable weather conditions 
this district may produce 50 per 
of a crop. While that is [lossible 
it is by no means probable, as 
all well posted men will readily 
admit And by specialist, more 
ready than by others. 

Future floods, drouths, hail and 
frosts, of course, can’t help the 
crop.

Fihk, Flies, and Summer Sickness 



T. Atchison Frazier, M. D. 

Health officer 

We cannot have flies without 
filth, as it is their breeding place, 
their home, their very haven of 
rest, therefore we cannot dis- 
cuss dies without discussing 
filth, and as a matter of course 
we cannot discuss summer sick- 
nes with )Ut discussing flies, for 
it is an unquestioned fact that 
fifty percent of our summer sick- 
ness is due to the n e f a r i- 
ous work of these little winged 
pests; therefore if we are to 
make any headway in the des- 
truction of flies we must first 
dispose of the filth or treat it in 
a way that it will be uninhabit- 
able for the fly, and therefore, 
prevent their propagation. This 
can he done in different ways. 

All manure and garbage heaps 
can be sprinkled with crude oil, 
•r common coal oil, or this can be 
done by the free use of unslack- 
ed lime: but this must be done 
at least once a week or the man- 
ure or garbage heaps can be 
•creened so that the flies cannot 
come in contact with their breed- 
ing places. F'ilth of all kinds 
should be carefully disposed of 
and we should take pride in keep- 
our premises in a sanitary con- 
dition, if you tolerate or enjoy
